The subject matters of claims 1-8 appear to involve an inventive step vis-a-vis the document 
cited in the ISR. Documents 1-3 do not describe "a switching power supply circuit set in such a way 
that, regardless of the load condition connected to the direct-current voltage of the insulating 
converter transmitter on the secondary side, in the circuit to which the switching output on the 
primary side is transmitted via the insulating converter trance to the secondary side equipped with a 
synch rectifier circuit, the magnetic flux density of the said insulating converter transmitter is below 
a prescribed value so that the rectified current on the secondary side that flows to the synchronous 
rectification circuit is continuous in its mode." And this point is non-obvious to a person skilled in 
the art. 
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
